PRIME MINISTER IN TAM HAS TOLD AMBASSADOR SWANK THAT 

HIS RELATIONS WITH THE MILITARY HAVE NOT IMPROVED, AND 
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CITED A RECENT SPEECH BY A GENERAL CALLING FOR A BITTER 
END FIGHT WHILE HE AS PRIME MINISTER WAS URGING NATIONAL

STANDING WITH FANK CONCERNING RECRUITMENT, AND ADDED

QADHAFI THE CENTER OF TWO- PRONGED CRISIS 

EMBASSY TRIPOLI BELIEVES THERE IS A CRISIS BOTH WITHIN

EGYPTIAN RELATIONS, AND QADHAFI IS THE ISSUE IN BOTH

HOLLAND AND AUSTRALIA WANT TO DISSOLVE UNCURK 

A DUTCH EMBASSY SOURCE IN TOKYO HAS INFORMED OUR EMBASSY 
THERE THAT THE NETHERLANDS PLANS TO TAKE AN INITIATIVE 
IN DISSOLVING THE UNITED NATIONS COMMISSION FOR THE 
UNIFICATION AND REHABILITATION OF KOREA ( UNCURK). SO 
FAR, THE DUTCH EMBASSY HAS RECEIVED ONLY A STATEMENT OF 

INTENTIONS AND HAS YET TO RECEIVE INSTRUCTIONS. THE 
SOURCE SAID THE DUTCH FOREIGN MINISTRY BELIEVES UNCURK 
HAS OUTLIVED ITS USEFULNESS, AND IT WOULD BE BETTER FOR 
ITS MEMBERS TO DISMANTLE IT THAN TO ACT UNDER THE PRESSURE 
OF NORTH KOREA AND HER ALLIES. THE AUSTRALIAN PERMANENT 
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REPRESENTATIVE HAS APPROACHED OUR MISSION AT THE UN 
ASKING FOR VIEWS ON HOW BEST TO DISSOLVE UNCURK. OUR 
MISSION COMMENTS THAT THE AUSTRALIANS ARE APPARENTLY 
READY TO MOVE QUICKLY ONCE THEY GET OUR POSITION AND

JAPANESE REACTIONS TO SUMMIT 

EMBASSY TOKYO REPORTS THAT THE FOREIGN OFFICE AND MEDIA 
ARE CONTINUING TO STRESS THE POSITIVE CONTRIBUTIONS OF 
THE NIXON- BREZHNEV SUMMIT TO WORLD PEACE, BUT ARE DE- 
TECTING POSSIBLE PROBLEMS FOR JAPAN. CHIEF AMONG THESE 
IS THE IMPRESSION OF A US- SOVIET RESOLVE TO FORM A NEW 
WORLD ORDER BASED ON THE EXISTING BALANCE OF POWER. THE
